Dallas, Nor. IO.—Mrs. Ellis M. Lake, 
held kl the Dallas county Jail since 
last Saturday night in connection with 
the murder of Miss Florence Brown on 
July 28, was released from custody 
Saturday afternoon by order of Judge 
Crawford. This action was taken aft­ 
er Meade Barr had testified at the 
habeas corpus hearing. Barr testified 
fthat this statement that he killed Miss 
Brown and that Mug. Lake planned the 
murder, “was a lie** He was the only 
witness used at the hearing, although 
attorneys for Mrs. Lake had several 
others subpoenaed. 
County Attorney McCutcheon read 
the statement which Barr made 
in 
writing to authorities in the Indiana 
reformatory. This statement was tak­ 
en up* by sentence and Barr was asked 
about the truth of each. To each one 
he quickly responded, “that’s a lie.” 
“Is Mrs. Lake guilty or not?” amiced 
Attorney Bird. 
“She is innocent," replied Barr. 
After Barr had been examined Judge 
Crawford asked 
ihe 
witness 
what 
prompted him to make such a confes­ 
sion. He refused to answer. 
Judge Crawford asked several oth­ 
er questions. Finally the defendant re-

Chickasha, Okla., Nov. IO.—Contra* 
ry to a press dispatch sent out from 
Muskogee some time ago, the records 
of -floe federal court of the eastern 
district of Oklahoma, now In session 
here, dhow that no date for the sale 
of the Oklahoma Central railway, now 
in the hands of the receiver, has ever 
been Axed. One report had it that the 
property was to be sold ob October 9 
and lauer it was reported that the sale 
was set for November IO, but the 
court Journals fall to disclose any 
grounds for such reports. 
Several months ago Judge Campbell 
made an order for the sale of the road 
under foreclosure, W. B. Johnson of 
Ardmore being then appointed as 
special master to conduct the sale, and 
there have been no further proceedigs 
in the case since that time. It now 
la believed that it will be six months 
before the safe is made. 
While no official information is •- 
variable, it is believed that the sale 
of the road is being delayed In order 
to g^ve prospective bidders a chance to 
investigate the property and it also is 
understood that certain legal points 
have further contributed to the delay. 
Up to a short time ago it was under­ 
stood that the Santa Fie was the prob­ 
able purchaser of the Oklahoma Con­ 
trail property, but from fairly reliable 
sources it now is learned that this 
(deal is no longer considered. The 
fact that high M. K. & T. officials made 
a trip over the road a few weeks ago 
gives rise to the belief that a pur­ 
chase was contemplated by that com­ 
pany. 
Toe Oklahoma Central railway was 
incorporated some years ago under the 
laws of Oklahoma co build a railroad 
from the coal! mines at Lehigh, Okla., 
through the cities of Byars? and Purcell 
to Chickasha, toe total length of the 
road operated being 135 miles. The 
road makes connections with the A. T. 
& S. P. at Purcell and acts as a feeder 
to that road. 
The bonds were placed at about par, 
both in this country and in Holland. 
Owing to the difficulty of financing 
during the panic of 1907, it was neces­ 
sary for the now road to go into the 
hands of a receiver. Asa E. Ramsey 
of Muskogee was appointed in this 
capacity. Since the road was opened 
for traffic the earnings have shown a 
constant increase and -with the further 
^Bvelcpmeot of the coal mines at Le- 
hjgh R is expected than the railroad 
will he able to show further increas­ 
ed earnings. 


Tulsa, (Ml, Nev. IO.—Fifteen hun­ 
dred men with teams and implements 
of “warefere” will report Monday for 
a owo days’ campaign on the roads in 
Tulsa county. This good roads move­ 
ment was to have been celebrated Oct. 
16-17, but rain made it necessary to 
put K off until a later date. C. 8. Avery 
chairman of the organisation backing 
this movement, states he is in better 
shape to do the highways justice than 
on the original dates.

It to believed ten miles of road 
can be Improved in the two days. With 
the example of what can be done by 
united and loyal effort in so ebon a 
time, it to believed the several town­ 
ships in the county will carry on the 
movement until Tulsa county to a net­ 
work of permanent pikes.
